other plant or plants, adjacent or 
near thereto as it may construct, us- 
ing the most economical source of 
power avaijable. 

“The annual production of these 
fertilizers shall have a nftrogen- con- 
tent of at least 40,000 tons of fixed 
nitrogen, which is the present an- 
nual capacity of nitrate plant No. 2.

Phelan of California, Who 
Was Not Friendly to En- 
gland, Came to Defense of 
Food Administrator When 
He Was Charged With Not

WASHINGTON, June 3.—Senator 
Recd is fond of assailing Herbert 
Hoover as the “gentleman from Lon- 


don*’ and a “man of special pro-| 
British qualifications.” The phrases | 
are taken at random from the many | 
columns of Reed's speeches against 
Hoover in the Senate. In his Mis- 
souri stump speeches he has followed 
the same line of attack, charging that’! 
Hoover regulated the prices of farm’ 
products during the war in the inter-| 
ests of Great Britain and that Hoo- 
ver was “very closely connected with 
the British Government.” 

In partiai explanation of his oppo- 
sition to the appointment of Hoover 
as Food Administrator (a position to 
which Hoover was called by Presi- 
dent Wilson), Reed emphasized at 
Moberly, as he has done many times 
‘dn the Senate, that Hoover left the 
United States at the age of 23 and 
during the 23 years theredfter pre- 
ceding his appointment lived no part’ 
of his life in the United States except 
for occasional “flying visits to this 
country.” Completely ignoring, or 


distorting to his own ends, the serv- 
ices which Hoover has rendered to. 
humanity at large and to his own 
country, Reed has harped unceasing- 
ly on the theme that the former 
Food Administrator is more of a 
British subject than an American 
citizen.

Service to Farmer. 


In previous afticles in this series, 
answering Reed’s twaddle that 
Hoover “robbed” the farmers of 
billions of dollars during the war, 
certain facts tending to” show that 
Hoover is a thoroughgoing American 
have already been developed. Most 
people thought at the time, and 
probably still think, that the feed- 
ing of Belgium was pretty good 
Americanism. What Hoover did as 
Food Administrator in this country 
toward the winning of the war was 
also applauded at the time, by a 
great majority of citizens, as good 
Americanism. 

If the reply is made that these 
two great activities exhibit Hoover 
only in the role of internationalist, 
then there may be cited, as proof 
of a concrete, “100 per cent” Amer- 
icanism, the battles he fought for 
the American farmer after the war, 
when he insisted that the alli¢s— 
England, France and Italy—live up 
to their moral undertaking to pur- 
chase the supplies which the Amer- 
ican farmer had patriotically pro- 
duced for their use. 

Hoover stood up for the special 
interests of the United States in 
those trying post-armistice days as 
Pershing did when he resisted the 
pressure of the allied Generals to 
have the American groops absorbed 
in allied divisions. 

Hoover showed himself a good 
American and proved that. however 
long he might have lived abroad, 
he knew the American spirit when 
he refused, in spite of the known 
wishes of the allies, to impose a 
compulsory ration on the American 
people during the war and instead 
enlisted the people as volunteers in 
a@ great food-saving effort. 

Did Not Seek Job. 

In his Harrisonville speech Reed 
is quoted as having said that the 
“Food dictator’ came over from En- 
gland, “where he had lived more 
than 20 years.” Reed might have 
added that Hoover came back to the 
United States at the invitatign of the 
Presideyt, who thought that his 
work in Belgium had shown him 
pre-eminently fitted to direct the 
food conserv@ion effort of this 
country. He did not seek the posi- 
tion as Food Administrator, but took 
it by request, as a volunteer in the 
service of the United States during 
the war. The late Franklin K. Lane, 
himself a most excellent American, 
ts credited with first having suz- 
gested Hoover for the post. 

One can find an abundance of evi- 
dence with which to reply to Reed's 
slurs against Hoover. 

Concerning Hoover's residence in 
England. the fact, as ‘attested by 
Hoover himself and by Dr. Ray Ly- 
man Wilbur, president of Lelan4 
Stanford University, is that the to- 
tal time he has spent in that coun- 
try does not exceed three or four 
years. 

Dr. Wilbur's refutation of Reed's 
mathematics occurs in a statement 
which he gave to the Associated 
Press Jan. 26. 1920. at a time when 
the thought that Hoover might run 
for the presidency was giving much 
distress to old-line politicians of 
both partiés.

Actively in co-opera- 
tion with Hoover during the war 
were various farmers’ committees 
with a membership of about 600, 
headed by a directing body known 
as the National Agricultural Com- 
mittee Advisory Board. One might 
reasonably suppose 
Reed's charges tha 
were oppressed and robbed by the 
iniquitous pro-British Mr. Hoover, 
that these representatives of the 
producing interests, who gertainly 
knew what was going on, would 
have published the infamy of Hoover 
to the world. The farmers have 
spokesmen in Washington and else- 
where, who &re quite as vigilant as 
those of any another grouf. In- 
stead, however, of denouncing Hoov- 
er, the farmers who co-operated in 
the work of. the Food Administration 
presented to him of their volition, 
high indorsements of his ability, his 
patriotism and his fairness. This 
was done after the war, when war- 
time ardor had cooled and full op- 
portunity had been afforded to ap- 
praise the complete work of the 
Food Administration. 

H. C. Stuart, chairman of the Ag- 
ricultural Advisory Committee, wrote 
to Hoover March 10, 1919, while 
Hoover was serving the American 
Government in Paris during the 
peace conference. 

“I wish for myself and in behalf 
of the entire committee to renew and 
emphasize our indorsement, individ- 
ually and collectively, of your ad- 
ministration and of your splendid 
achievements as a most important 
factor in winning the war and now a 
factor of world-wide importance in 
the adjustment of the most acute of 
all the post-war problems.” 

The occasion of the letter was the 
winding up of the committee's work 
in Washington. Stuart said it was 
impossible for him to add anything 
to the expressions of appreciation 
contained in a resolution which had 
been unanimously adopted, Jan. 28, 
1919, by the Livestock Subcommit- 
tee. 


This resolution is the more inter- 
esting in the light of Senator Reed’s 
charge at Moberly that Hoover pil- 
laged the stock growers as well as 
the grain farmers of the nation.

MURALS FOR THE STATE 
BEING DONE IN ALLEY 


Two Missouri Artists Compelled 
to Take Most Convenient Quar- 
ters for Temporary Studios. 


Passers who have chanced to 


glance up an alley in a nét overly- 
favored district of downtown St. 
Louis have paused curiously during 
the last two weeks to observe a 
cluster of heads about the open door 
way of a shed some distance from 
the street. 

The abandoned perches of team- 


sters, the arrested flight of the er- 
rand boy, the visible interest of the 
wanderer up the city’s backways, all’ 
bear witness to some absorbing pro- 
ceeding within. A suspicious police- 
man saunters up, edges his way into 
the group and does not reappear. 

So the passer responds to the mag- 
net and over the heads in the door- 
way he sees two large expanses of 
canvas, which, to the eyes of their 
unusual audience, two 
smocked figures are transforming 
most marvelously with long brushes. 

Quarters Were Necessary. 

The shed is the temporary studio 
of two Missouri artists, Ralph C. Ott 
of Springfield and Frank Nuderscher 
of St. Louis, o, having lately aban- 
doned their studios for the wilds of 
the Ozarks, were compelled to take 
what quarters they could find for the 
three months’ work necessary to 
complete their commissions for a 
mural painting apiece to be placed 
in the natural resources museum of 
the new Missouri Capitol at Jeffer- 
son City. Pictures of the artists at 
work appear on the pictorial page of 
today’s Post-Dispatch.

Nuderscher is painting the bridge 
from the east bank and has idealized 
the structure, which he and others!

The West- 
ern sun is sending great splashes of 
sunlight through the arches onto 
the bridge’s piers, and though the 
picture is no more than in its first 
stages, it already promises that Nu- 
derscher again will make his work 
notable for his handling of yellows. 


Negro roustabouts on tite levee are 
wrestling with freight destined for a 
place on the steamboats that ply in 
either direction. A tug is struggling 
with a boal barge and through the 
first arch the city lifts a saw tooth 
outline against the sky. Towering 
over the whole is the great bridge, 
ite middle distance and western ex- 
tremity engulfed in the smokes of 
commerce. 

The canvas is a segment of a cir- 
cle, 16 feet long, with nine and one- 
half feet its greatest height. 

The Ozarks Picture. 

Ott’s Ozarks picture is of identical 
size. It looks out from a high bluff 
onto the dam and power house be- 
low with Lake Taneycomo, locked in 
by 600-foot cliffs, in the distance. 
Ott has pictured the blueness of 
Ozarks ajr and sky in these bluffs 
which promise to give his picture its 
outstanding quality. The great ex- 
panse of the lake reflects in softer 
tones the same blue. In the left fore- 
ground from which three figures 
gaze out over the lake, Ott is pre- 
paring to work in the glory of the 
Ozark autumn foliage. He has passed 
the greater part of his life in the 
Ozarks. Last month his portrait of 
a young girl won honprable mention 
at the annual show of the Philadel- 
phia Art Clu®. 

Five Other Commissions. 

The pictures being painted by Ott 
and Nuderscher are two of seven 
that will be placed in the west wing 
of the capitol in a gallery space sim- 
ilar to that called the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Museum in the east wing to 
which other artists have contributed 
works depicting the martial glory of 
the State.

‘GOVERNMENT BARGES 


SET TONNAGE RECORD 


67,374 Tons of Freight Moved 
During May, Exceeding Pre- 
vious Mark by 7000, 


The tonnage record of the Govern. 
ment river service, which is the 
barge line upon - ra ey 
River, was’ broken ring by 
the carriage of 67,374 a of 
freight, the largest month since the 
establishment of the line itn 1918." 
The largest previous month was ex- 
ceeded by approximately 7000 tons 

Especially notable was the fact 
that the mark was established with 
leas than the usual tonnage of grain, 
which has been the mainstay of the 
line. Not more than 10,000 tons of 
grain were carried during the 
month, whereas the usual tonnage of 
that commodity has been between 
25,000 and 30,000. Consequently the 
record movement indicates a wider 
use of the line by a larger number 
of shippers. 

Another notable feature ot the 
month was that the upstream ton- 
nage was approximately 32,500, 
much larger than any previous 
movement, due to a discovery by an 
increasing number of wholesale 
houses that sugar and coffee can be 
moved up the river at a considerable 
saving with arrival in better condt- 
tion than by rail. “ 

Still another factor was the in- 
creased volume of export, particu- 
larly to the Far East, demonstrating 
the use of the river in reaching the 
ports of the world on an all-water 
route. Most of the exports were 
iron and steel products for India, 
China and Japan, consigned chiefly 
by mills in Illinols and Ohio. 

Two other factors in the new rec- 
ord was the establishment of a ship 
line between New Orleans and Hous- 
ton and Galveston, enabling S8&t. 
Louis shippers to reach Texas . by 
water for the first time, and the sim- 
llar establishment of coastwise serv~

HOW TO TREAT A SPRAIN. 
HE ankle is the favorite seat of 
a sprain. It occurs most fre- 
quently in persons of heavy 
weight who have small bones. 
Sprains also occur in those with 
relaxed ligaments, in whom often the 
slightest misstep gives rise to turned 
ankle, perhaps of extreme sevérity; 
indeed, the injury may baffle a sur- 
geon as to its extent, that is, wheth- 
er it be a severe sprain or a frac- 
ture. 
The symptoms are immediate pain; 
the tissues swell, become hot and 
tender to the touch. There is a feel-

| treatment is to bathe the sprain in
